DR. COULTER 
LECTURES TO 
PHARiSOCIETY 

"Standardization of Drugs" Is 
Topic of Lecture 

VERY INSTRUCTIVE 

Pharmaceutical Society Makes 
Good Start— Meets Again 
Soon 



.•\t the Pharmaceutical Society 
meeting which was held last night Dr. 
Coulter" delivered a iiiost instructive 
and interesting lecture on the "Stan- 
dardization of Drugs." .As an iiUro- 
d net ion to his lecture. Dr. Coulter 
dealt with the hi.<itory and develop- 
ment of Pharmacy by throwing on 
the screen the pictures of the ?reat 
pioneers of Medicine, whose cxpcri- 
nienti and theories developed .Medi- 
cine and Pharmacy to the standard 
they occupy tgday. The early pion- 
ecr.s of .Medicitie. were descended from 
the Hindu, Chinese,. Egyptian, He- 
brew, and • Grecian races. Moses in- 
troduced the first laws of health, and 
as early as three centuries before 
Christ Hypocrites first, introduced 
Medicine. The Arabs were the first 
people to issue a Pharmacopea and to 
establish Apothecary shops. Yellow 
plants, at that time for instance, were 
given as a specific for jaundice. In 
the 17th Century William Harvey the- 
orized on circulation. John Dalton 
later prodticcd his .Atomic Theory. 
Humphrey Davy then discovered 
magnesium, bariimi. and. the miner's 
lamp _ which is used today. Towards 
the middle of the 19th Century >fcd- 
iciue- was beginning to be based on 
fact instead of theory. Darwin de- 
veloped ihis theory of Species. Von 
Liebeg discovered chlorofonn. To- 
wards the second decade of this cen- 
tury Crawford Loiig first used ethyl 
ether for anaesthesia in surgery. The 
third decade gave birth to such great 
men as Pasteur, Lister and Parkin, 
and towards the end of this century 
Wasserman produced his famous test 
and Horsely his glandular theory. Up 
to our present day when we have such 
celebrities in the medical proiession 
as Madam Gurric, - the di.scoverer of 
radium. 

Dr, Coulter then dealt with the 
sources of drugs, which arc derived 
from the four corners- of the globe. 
Japan, Ceylon, India and Persia all 
produce drugs used in modern Phar- 
macy, 

At the conclusion of the lecture a 
vote of thanks was moved to Dr. 
Coulter for his most interesting lec- 
ture. The meeting closed with a 
short business session.

MED. UNDERGRADS 
HEAR DR^TURNER 

Deformities From Wounds 
Affecting Nerves 



Owing to many counter attractions 
such as the Intercollegiate Debate and 
the iuipciiding elections, a small but 
very enthusiastic 'gaihering greeted 
Dr. Turner, the .ipeaker, at last even- 
ing's meeting of the Medical Under- 
graduate Society. 

Dr. Turner is clinical iirofcssor of 
Orthopaedics at the Koyal Victoria 
Hospital, and in a very interesting ad- 
dress, supplemented by ,slides, he de- 
scribed many deformities caused by 
wounds affecting the nervous .system. 

Starting with slides depicting the 
actual area where the wounds would 
be received, he traced the course of 
the patient right down to base, dc- 
scribiuig the treatments given at the 
various stops. .M thc base, the cases 
would be segregated and the various 
types -sent to hospitals or areas where 
they were specially dealt with. 

Taking up particularly cases where 
deformations, due to lesions of the 
nerves, the speaker described the 
means whereby practically normal 
conditions were once more obtained. 
E.xtensions of from 3-4 to 2 1-2 inches 
in the nerves of the arm were to be 
obtained by flexion of the clbjiw .-ind 
if necessary, the wrist. The extreme 
care with wdiioh these operation!^ must 
of neccs.sity be performed was cmpha- 
.sizcd and the spe.-vker took no small 
amount of pains to explain clearly the 
effects and results. 

After the address, the usual fine re- 
freshments, for wdiich the Mcds are 
noted, were served, and a very plea- 
sant half hour was spent in discussing 
such an interesting topic.

Periodically, of late, there have been 
appearing in the Editorial column of 
the Daily criticisms, of -the course of 
lectures in the Arts Faculty. One 
would infer from these, Mr, Edkor, 
tiiat the .\rts student is overburdened 
with lectures, and is cursed witii the 
'seven-eighths rule"' which his or her 
faculty has seen fit to impose. 

I believe, and 1 am open to correc- 
tion, that the average numbef of hours 
an Arts student spends in the lecture 
rouni is approximately twenty-one. 
In fact, 1 can state that the students 
of one year receive only eighteen 
hours. Those who have prescribed 
the course have no doubt given the 
matter very careful consideration; 
they have given the students, the best 
possible. When one considers that in 
Medicine and Science, and we do not 
hear the students of these Faculties 
complain, the average week's- work 
under supervision is approximately 
thirty hours, it is rather sickening to 
have held up to one's face the fact 
that tlic Aru student is "overworked." 

Realizing the fact that destructive 
criticism without constructive criti- 
cism is non-productive, may the fol- 
lowing suggestions be oifcred: First, 
do your dissecting in private; second- 
ly, let pcss'imism cease to dominate 
your .spirit (Christmas is near); and 
thirdly, have a deputation from the

Comparison of the,";!; figures with 
those of several ycar.s Rgo shows 
many interesting changes.

That you are, not within any of the classes of persons whô lack qualification or are disquali- 
fiied by reason of appointment to Judicial Office, appointment for pay or award in reference 
the Election, place or' birth, race, crime, mental incapacity, the receipt of public charitable sup- 
port, or disfranchisement for coirrupt or illegal practices. 

That you have not already voted at this Election, and have not been guilty of any corrupt 
or illegal practice in reference thereto. So help you God." ^^ji^ A.. a. 

IT must be noticed that the word "ordinarily" is used in taking this oath. When an oath is taken by a voter whose 
name appears on the list as bavins "ordinarily" resided in the district in which he is voting for two months prior to 
October 8th, according to tdie Oiief Electioneering Officer ''residence" means as per his Election instructions; Paragraph 
87-^the f oUowing — .. . ' . -J..^- ^ 

There is no technical meaning attached to the words "ordinarUv residine" in the Dominion 
Electoral. This substantial fact need alone be considered. Residence is in a given electoral 
district for two months immediately precedini? the date of the issue of the writ, and may be in- 
ferred either from the EXISTENCE IN THE ELECTORAL DISTRICT DURING THOSE TWO 
MONTHS OF A PERSONAL OR FAMILY HOME N WHICH THE VOTER HAS LIVED EX- 
CLUSIVELY OR PARTLY or to which, although he may not actually have stayed there during 
the period, HE INTENDS SHORTLY TO RETURN; or alternatively from the voter hiving ac- 
"tually lived in the Electoral dutrict during the two months. , ^ {^^ 

THIS will explain just what the word "ordinarily" (as appears in the Election Act) means, and yoU need have no com- 
punction in taking such an oath if requested to do so. .

Because' of his success in coaching 
baseball at Wascda, Hunter believes that 
he can convince the Japanese college au- 
thorities that they should adopt football 
is a regular sport.

These !»re but a few 
of tlir. niHjiy changes pointed out by 
Mr. Herbert , NSi - HorAvill . in "Chang- 
ing ' C).Mford,'' ail -article which lately 
appeared in "The Chui-chman." . 

Less than fifty ycar.s ago .Stnn- 
mertown~ w.as H little village reached 
by à country walk. Today it ,is a 
siiburb alive with motorcycles and 
motor busses. Where once substan- 
tial good old English homes stood, 
now college buildings have I)ccn 
erected. The old O.xford, with its well- 
known surroundings,, is a thing of the 
past; Oxford. the progressive. has come 
into sway. - : 

Spiritual and intellectual Oxford also 
has undergone a rapid change. There arc 
chairs nmv in Engineering, Forefi'.ry. 
Biochemistry and like .subjects which 
forty years ago were either thonglu to 
b-: inferior to the readerships and lec- 
tureships, or were ignored entirely. .\ 
statute has rccctjtly . been passed for a 
final honor school of "The Modern 
Greats" — Philosophy, Politics and Eco- 
nomics.

The ■ college Iras .widened its field 
of influence aiid a new dcmoci-atic spirit 
has sprung tip in its management, Stii 
délits from oversea,", are now' welcomed 
and their degrees from forcigii colleges 
recognized. The new- degree of Ph. D.. 
v.as created in response to an appeal 
from Canada in behalf of her sons who 
wished to go on iuiîo post-gradualc work 
in England. In England too. the den-io 
cratic spirit has made itself felt, for tin 
new indiscriminaling management wel- 
comes equally people of all cla.-scs. Wo- 
men .too are now admitted lo tlie full 
uptversitiy courses and opportunitie-. 
The 'first woiuan in the garb of Ox- 
ford was indeed ' 'an innovation, hut 
today groups of-'Ovford women upon 
the canipn»iiri»"a «f.-imiliar- ."iijfht.

He then reviewed in the tariff policy 
under the Liberal regime, showing how 
in the first few years they reduced the 
tariff on at least 146 commodities and 
had done so all through their time in oif- 
ficc. He said that the statement made by 
the govertmient that the present Uriff 
was potentially the same as the tariff in 
force under the Liberals was fallac- 
iouns. 

He then argued that the money grant- 
ed, by the government • during -the war 
for the carrying on of the hi^ industries 
and the manufacture of muiiition» had 
fostered profiteering and the growth' of 
plutocratic class and that these' plu- 
tocrats still held an evil influence over 
the government, showing that the tari to' 
primarily supported the capitalistic in- 
terests. That the population was grad- 
ually drifting from the farms to the 
cities and that the country was being 
doyelopcd upside down was -also urged, 
ai)d,' 11^ a result starvation and uiiemi 
ployment wcrç prevalent in the cities and 
farmers and miners couUl not make ends 
meet. Kaw materials such as .çrain and 
timber were piling up in Canada, which 
could not be gut rid ui because goods in 
exchange . for then could not come into 
the country on a.ccount of the high tar- 
iff. , ■ 

. During the last decade three iind- a 
half millions of enunigraiits had conie 
to 'America and only one million of 
these had come to Canada This was due 
to the lack of employment in (.'an.-ida re- 
suhiny from the higli p-.otective tariff, 
aiid thus they had been forced to go to 
tlic United States to seek- employment, 
'In' closing he said that the iwyative 
would advance llir f.-il'.-ici w:-, thcnr.\' lliat 
as soon 3-, a rcducti'Mi of llic tariff h.-ii| 
taken [dac;; the eourtr>- would 'be flood- 
c<l with cheap I'oreign goods. ' 

The leader of the Noçailve'. Druni- 
miiiid, then took the floor. 

He said that a reduction in the tariff 
would result in more unemployment, less 
industr>- and more foreign goods. He 
quoted figures to show that there were 
650 branch .\merican factories in Can- 
ada. These gave employment to ninety 
thous.^ud people and represented an in- 
vestment of about 600 million dollars. 
What wotdd happen to this class dî hi- 
clustries if .the tariff were reduced? By 
giving- specific examples be showed that 
even the big corporations would not bç 
able ■ to survive the outside competition 
resulting from a decrease in the tariff. 
Tl-.at they would migrate to. the United 
State* and that the smaller interests 
would under altogether. 

The farmers would not benefit be- 
cause they would lose the home; market, 
which absoi;bcd about 49 percent o,f tile 
total agriciiltural output of the country 
and also their i>rices would he reduced. 

The European countries were not in 
a position financially to buy Canadian 
goods .and the L^'. S. .A. market was 
closed to Canadians on account of the 
high wall of tariff .vhich that country 
has erected. 

0'Ha.çan the second speaker for the 
affiririative said that tlic consumer had 
to pay 94 percent of the taxes,-)vhilc.the 
big manufacturers paid only ^ percent. 
,A country could not keep out goods from 
other countries and still export. If this 
was done foreign countries would tlien 
have the only alternative . of sending 
specie to Canada. The result -of this 
would be that the country would be 
flooded with gold., wages -. and prices 
would be. increased and hence also the 
cost of production. 

Imports from Great Britain had de- 
creased in proportion as imports, frottl 
the United .States had-increased. 

He said that such industries as the 
fishing and timber industries wotild be 
benefited by free trade, because they 
would be aliîe to stand apnin-t out-ide 
competition on account of Canatlian 
ccnditions being ideal for their. iiiaintcp- 
anee. 

.\s reaards production, he said that 
a protective tariff would tend to fo.ster 
the use of old methods w-hich could not 
be used in open competition. 

In conclusion he said that the. nier- 
ehanf Marine and the. Railways, would 
prosper by a reduction of the .tarif f be- 
cause it would mean that more goods 

Knox, the ^eco^d Queens' speaker, 
delivered his facts very clearly and log- 
ically and .was tindpubtcdly the best 
speaker :Oif the. evening, 

He. pointed out that the tariff had two 
phases, one for producing revenue and 
the other for the protection of indus- 
tries, and ths; these two. phases were' 
ertircly distinct. " ' v "' 

The graduàl flow of. men-frorn the 
farms intp the cities was caused by . the 
intr/'iduetion of modern, labor saving 
machines, and that the. present state of 
tniemployment was due to the after ef- 
fects of the war and to world causes.: 

He quoted the example cjf the United 
States which after the ciyi} war grad- 
ually rai-sed. its tariff, thtis p'r.otcctitig 
its struggling industries, and was now 
the most flonrishing nation, industrial- 
ly and financially, in the world. 
.Canadian industries since 191! when 
the conservatives came into power, have 
ii'creascd .300 percent; this' was due di- 
rectly to' protection and he considered 
i: would be madness to reduce the tariff 
at such a tinx. 

All other countries had raised their 
tariffs since the war and had shut off 
their markets from Canadian goods, 
should Canada alone open wide her 
doors and admit forci^n goods free? 

The leader of the affirmative was 
then .ariven seven minutes- rebuttal. 

He .said 'th^t the best was being sÙÇt- 
nated by-.the pijptectivc tariff atid th»t 
the tariff should, only 'be retajned for 



SCIENTIST GIVES 
FACTS ABOUT MOON 

Queen of Heaven Is No Road 
Hog 

.All's well with the moon. 0 
The world can continue without cpialms 
to revolve on its axis as before. 

The ™.çgestion that the yucen of tlic 
Heavens is a kind of celislial road hot; 
is gently but firmly denieij by the super- 
intendent of the Kew Observatory. 

"I am not aware," said Dr. C. Gireo, 
"of any abnormal Iiatiiii-niti'^s in con- 
nection with ihc munii diiriiif^ iccent 
times. The fact that liic moon is off 
its course and ahead of time can hardly 
be attributed to cxtrii speed. It merely 
shows that modern observations are 
inure accurate than tho.sc of our prede- 
cessors. .Any suggestion of unknown 
forces tugging the moon is just a con- 
fession that even now' astronomers arc 
not word-perfect in the causes of things. 
"Phis is a scare and no more. 

"It is true that the Nautical .Al- 
nianaclf, on whose figures all oilier al- 
manacs rely, will have to be revised in 
view of the observations ' made during 
the recent eclipse. ■ 

"That is because those figures, work: 
cd' out jcars in a<lvance, when our 
knov.dedgi: of ihe heavens was smaller, 
ar<: now found in the light of later 
knowledge to be based originally on in- 
accurate and insufficient knowledge. It 
is hot' the moon which has changed it 
is our knowledge of ihe moon which has 
changed. 

"It is sad how prejudicial to science 
such playing to the gallery can he."
